Homeowners in South Wilming- 
ton were successful in their effort 
to force the relocation of a dog 
pound slated for their neighbor- 
hood. The issue is currently in 
limbo until another location can be 
found. 

Some Good News 

Agreement was finally reached 
with Reading Light, though select- 
men are still waiting for approval 
from other member towns. One 
former selectman, Rocco DePas- 
quale, claimed that Wilmington 
could gain more if negotiations 
continue. 

‘The Marine Corps League moved 
into new headquarters at the old 
South School following lengthy 
negotiations with the town, while 
the old West School was accepted 
into the National Register of 
Historic Places.

Work ahead of 
schedule on house

Water and sewer lines have been 
connected to the affordable home 
being built on town-owned land on 
Everett Avenue and work is 
reportedly progressing ahead of 
schedule. 

According to Robert DiPalma 
president of the Wilmington Com 
munity Development Corporation 
which is providing the mortgage 
money and overseeing the project, 
the shell of the house is in place and 
work on the wiring and plumbing 
will begin shortly. The windows 
and doors were delivered last week 
and proponents are currently look 
ing at kitchen cabinets and bath 
room fixtures for the home, added 
DiPalma. 

The house is being built by 
students in the plumbing, electrical, 
masonry, and carpentry shops at 
tre Shawsheen Tech in cooperation 
‘With the WCDC. Approximately 
eight to 25 students from the 
school’s homebuilding program 
work on site five days a week 
during:school hours, said DiPalma. 
A mortgage has been taken out 
from the Commercial Bank and 
Trust Co. in Wilmington. 

When complete sometime in May, 
the town will have a 40 foot split 
entry house featuring three bed. 
rooms, one and a half bathrooms, 
and a basement. Though plans call 
for the WCDC to sell the home to 
the local housing authority for 
rental property, given the state's 
financial crisis, it may instead go to 
# lucky low to moderate income 
family through a lottery Conducted 
by the Affordable Housing Task 
Force. The selling price, said Di- 
Palma, will be “well under the 


$95,000 guideline set up by the 
state.

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Old West School dates from 1875 


The old West School on 
Shawsheen Avenue, opposite Ald- 
rich Road in Wilmington is now on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

The present structure dates from 
1875. Prior to that date there was a 
school cross the street (dating back 
to the time of the Revolution) in the 
westerly comer of Aldrich Road, 
which had burned down the year 
before. Wilmington at about that 
time (1875) had five school 


“buildings, tach controlled by a 


separate school committee, North, 
East, South, West and Cenger. 

The old East School, probably 
constructed about 1840, still exists, 
a private home, at the comer of 
Federal Street and Woburn Street. 
The former Center School, dated 
about 1833 is now the Fourth of 
July Committee Headquarters, 
facing on Wilmington common, In 
other words the West School is not 
the oldest school building in 
Wilmington 

It is a fact that the West School (in 
the present structure) did not 
operate continuously. The pupils 
came from a large area, including a 
part of Middlesex Avenue, but 
often there were only a few - very 
few 

One of the carly teachers was 
Lizzie Harnden, from Tewksbury 
She married William Henry 
Carter, who lived at the corner of 
Shawsheen Avenue and Bridge 
Lane. Sometimes, during the win- 

ingtead of taking the trouble to 
heat her school building she would 
conduct it in her new home -- and 
this occurred more than once. 

(William Henry, incidentally, 
became known as "Bill Hen,” and,

name of "Bill Hen Two.) 

Even later, in fact on several | 
occasions the school did not 
operate. When it did, in later years 
(say about World War I and later) 
the teacher was Lena Shaw Eames, 
who lived in the old farmhouse 
next door. Lena Shaw had moved 
into Wilmington shortly after 1900 
and was teaching in the South 
School, on Chestnut Street when 
she married Alden Eames. 

She had come to Wilmington 
from the cast shore. of the 
Kennebec River, in Maine, 
probably from Woolwich 

Woolwich was one of the Maine 
communities to which Wilmington 
families had possibly moved, when 
what is now Wobum Street and 
Andover Street was the Andover 
Road. It is just possible that Lena 
Shaw may have been a descendant 


of one of those families and this 
may have impelled the lady to 
“return” to Wilmington. 

Lena Eames was the last teacher 
in the West School. School was not 
held every year, during the 1900s. 
but when it was Lena was scated at 
the teacher's desk in front. 

It was about 1921, shortly after 
the State Police was formed that the 
old school became police barracks. 
Four troopers lived in the building, 
for about two years. They would 
ride around Wilmington and 
nearby communities on horseback, 
Where the horses lived, barn or 
other structure, the writer does not 
know. He has been told that they 
were stabled in one of the barns of 
Alden Eames, next door, 

About 1923 the state police were 
gone, and the school stood, unat- 
tended. Conditions got worse, and 


Lyons sets Tech 
budget at $10.3m

Shawsheen Tech Superintendent 
Charles Lyons has recommended a 
totalling $10,398,137 for 
fiscal 1991. If passed by the regio- 
nal school commitice in January, it 
would mean an increase of only 
3.23 percent over the 1990 budget. 

In a budget packet presented to the 
school committee this month, Lyons 
said his recommendation includes a 
negotiated salary increase for the 
entire staff of six percent and an 
expected increase in health insu- 
rance costs of 20 percent, Sixty-one 
percent of the budget is in salaries 
and 24 percent is in fixed costs. 

Lyons said after reviewing fiscal 
constraints both at the town and 
state level, he cut $538,688 from 
requests made by his department 
heads and is recommending "only 
absolutely necessary items.” 

In a joint mecting December 19, 
Lyons and school committee trea 
surer John Gillis reviewed the v 
cational part of the budget with the 
committee and a financial sub- 
committee comprised of two fi- 
nance committee members from 
cach member town. The subcom- 
mitice was established by Wilming- 
ton fincom chairman Neil Waisnor 


to act in an advisory capacity to the 
school. Both Walter Kaminski and 
Bill Hanlon from the Wilmington 
Finance Committce serve on the 
subcommittee. 

During discussion, committeeman 
Bernard Hoar raised questions on 
textbooks, saying that in the past 
there had been some concern with 
outdated texts. Lyons assured Hoar 
they were in "good shape" with 
textbooks this year and were 
spending $25,000 a year to replace 
vocational texts. Most of the money 
in the vocational textbook account, 
he added, goes toward dpdating 
shop manuals every few years 
Other questions dealt with supplics 
and shop spending patterns. 

“T think this is a very lean budget 
which will continue to meet the 
needs of children," said Lyons as he 
praised department heads for keep- 
ing in mind the current tight fin 
ancial situation. 

The school commitice will review 
the academic portion of the pro- 
posed budget, including support

on January 9, A public hear- 
ing and a vote of the commitice is 
expected on January 23

Boy Scout Troop 1 had been mo- 
ving their meeting place from one 
locality to another. Sometimes it 
was the Congregational Church, 
sometimes the Methodist. The 
troop dated back (if memory is 
correct) to Philip Buzzell, about 
1916, and may been earlier. 
Buzzell, son of Dr. Daniel Buzzell, 
was Scoutmaster about that time. 

Hubert E. Cann, who lived in the 
house numbered 144 Grove Ave., 
became the Scoutmaster about 
1923. He worked in Lynn GE, He 
was a Canadian War Veteran who 
had served in Siberia in World 
War I 

Cann was a hard worker. Peter 
Neilson, a member of the School 
Committee, was asked by Cann if 
the West School could be used by 
Troop I, and the committee gave 
him a favorable vote. 

Several men worked at repairing 
the school, with Cann heading the 
list. Outside and inside work was 
done. Cann replaced all the electric 
wiring. Shortly Troop One had its 
‘own meeting house. 

Cann and family had to 
move to Lynn about 1925-26, for 
reasons which might have becn 
financial. He had been a fine 
scoutmaster for several years, 

If memory is correct Al Marfleet 
(Lt. Cmdr, A. Marfleet, USN 
Retired) and the writer are the two 
surviving members of that Boy 
Scout'Troop. There may be others. 

The Boy Scout Troop returned 
to the folds of the Congregational 
Church, and became a part of the 
Greater Lowell Council as Troop 
56. The dates are not known 
exactly - but there was a lapse of 
about three weeks, in the Charter, 
issued by the National Council, 
Boy Scouts of America 

That lapse means there was no 
continuous record, back to World 
War I days for Troop 56. Troop 56 
exists from some time in the 1930s, 
and Troop 1 (or 56): ceased 
existance about three weeks 
earlier. 

Had that three week lapse not 

urred, the writer has been told, 
Troop 56 would be one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest troop in 
Greater Lowell Council, Boy 
Scouts of America.

I'm concerned about 
the type of damage done to the 
interior because of this gaping hole 
in the wall of the house. 

It seems such a shame to have such 
apathy over a picce of historically 
significant property, especially 
when there was such enthusiasm 
previously. I'm not sure where the 
issue of accountability lies in this, 
but it’s clear that someone needs to 
pick up the gauntlet and declare 
themselves responsible, before the 
damage is irrepairable.

Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Massachusetts have asked the state's 
Division of Insurance to approve a 
78 percent rate hike in its Medex 
premiums. Blue Cross claims this 
astounding rate increase is caused 
by the repeal of the Medicare 
Catastrophic Health Care law 
Medex insurance is a form of 
"medigap" coverage. It fills in the 
holes in Medicare, and offers a few 
additional services as well, such as 
limited coverage of prescription 
drugs in it post popular plan, 
Medex III 

If this rate hike goes through, 
Medex III rates will jump from 
$52.32 per month, to $93.15 per 
month! That's an additional $490 
per year -- for many people the 
equivalent of one entire month's 
Social Security check. If this 
increase goes through, Medex III 
will have gone up 332 percent since 
1980. Senior citizens on fixed 
income will be priced right out of 
the market if Blue Cross is allowed 
this rate hike. 

The size of the Massachusetts rate 
hike appears to be significantly 
larger than anywhere else in the 
country. A recent survey by tee 
federal General Accounting Office 
for the Congressional House Ways 
and Means Committee indicated 
that repeal of catastrophic 
coverage would cause medigap 
Premiums to rise an average of 
only 15 percent. Twenty large 
medigap insurors answered the 
survey, and indicated they would 
have to ask for increases ranging 
from 6.3 percent to 41.3 percent 
Before the repeal, Blue cross was 
in the Page middle of a rate case 
asking for a 34.6 percent rate hike 
As soon as catastrophic was 
repealed they ,asked for another 
43.4 percent on top of that. Medex 
is clearly on the very high end of 
rate hike requests across the 
country. Why? 

On Wednesday, December 20, at 
10 a.m. the Division of Insurance 
held the only public hearing 
planned on this case. Blue Cross is 
allowed to spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of subscribers* 
money to present their case - while 
consumers have no money to hire 
their own expert witnesses. 

Mass Home Care, the trade 
association of the state's 27 home 
care corporations and Area 
Agencies on Aging testified in

Carr's column 
left something out 


In case you missed it, the Monday, December 18, 1989 
edition of a (Boston daily newspaper) carried a stinging 
column by one Howie Carr, who also airs his opinions on (a 
Boston AM talk radio show.) 

In the column, Cart hoisted up the flagpole the same topic 
that has been the center of Wilmington conversation for 
weeks on end: the McCoy vs. Cain incident 

The story itself is public domain -- it allegedly happened 
and has since been hauled into the public spotlight. All well 
and good. Once a news story is published, the story idea 
becomes public property. Any news outlet may then cover 
that story, if it wishes. Copying the exact words from 
somebody else's work is plagiarism, but the idea behind the 
story becomes part of the public domain. 

But a fine line was crossed in Carr's column, and the Town 
Crier staff feels that it's “editorial toes" were stepped on. 

In three places in his column, Carr made reference to (the 
local newspaper) in just that way -- nameless and in 
parentheses. The third reference was the most annoying, 
since (the local newspaper) was used in a direct quote, in 
place of the newspaper's name. 

Carr had two possible sources to get the quote -- a 
videotape of the Wilmington selectmen's meeting, or the 
front page of Town Crier. The quote appeared in no other 
publication, and that was our name that was used in McCoy's 
quote. Had he watched the videotape, Carr probably would 
not have said that McCoy "rose to speak." It was also 
coincidental that Carr, if he watched the videotape of the 
meeting, narrowed down to the same quote used in the Town 
Crier, even including the editor's (sic) after McCoy's use of 
“appropriate” when he meant "inappropriate." 

A direct reference to the Town Crier, in a direct quote, was 
then redyced to a mention of (the local newspaper.) That was 
unfair. 

Tt may seem a minor point to most people, but it stings us a 
bit. Even if the story is no longer our exclusive, it is a 
journalistic no-no to modify a direct quote. A direct quote 
can only be modified to better portray a fact that might 
otherwise be confusing. We don't think the name "Town 
Crier” is very confusing 

If the actual pasté-up of the (Boston daily newspaper) page 
tells us anything, it seems the story was too short to fill the 
available space efficiently, so blank spots were added 
between paragraphs. Fluffing out a story to fit the space is 
not unusual, but we feel that Carr could have found space for 
the name of (the local néwspaper), 5 

We would assume that Carr knew what newspaper he was 
reading at the time, on the basis of assumed literacy. And we 
would hardly expect (a Boston daily newspaper) to be afraid 
of giving publicity to a competitor, even a small, weekly 
(local newspaper). 

If deleting the name of all other newspapers is the editorial 
policy.of the (Boston daily newspaper), then it's shameful. 
To those of us who serve in the same trenches as Carr, as 
hard-working members of the Fourth Estate, it is a direct 
insult ‘ 

We'll think twice next time we read something in the 
(Boston daily newspaper), especially any story by Howie 
Carr that would serve to increase his personal fame as a 
journalist. a 


Frankly speaking

The battle for two seats on the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen begins after New Years, and in light of events 
which have taken place over the past two months it is sure 
to eclipse all other local political contests in 1990. 

This is somewhat ironic as the heated contest at this time 
last year was for the school committee. Events at the 
Roman House had stimulated an active campaign for the 
local education board which resulted in three new board 
members, one of whom assumed the new seventh post on 
the board created by an act of town meeting. 

As recently as September it appeared that the school 
committee race might once again be in the spotlight. After 
the appointment of Brad Jackson to a vacancy on the board 
other candidates who had been contending for the seat 
appeared poised to run in the April election; though since 
that time Jackson, a former finance committee member, 
has consolidated a base of support while receiving 
accolades for his performance on the committee. 

But the thoughts of local voters this new year will most 
definitely focus on the selectmen's race. It may have been 
destined long ago to be an uphill fight for incumbent 
Michael McCoy, the only incumbent seeking reelection in 
1990. The controversial nature of this selectman began 
with the fact that he was the state representative's nephew 
and political protege, inviting suspicion from the very 
beginning that he would not be an independent 
publicpolicy maker. Those suspicions gained merit as 
McCoy joined his uncle's chorus against renovation of the 
center and the establishment of an independent electric 
light district. McCoy has also taken on his uncle's gauntlet 
through his consistent antagonism toward the town 
manager and ‘three of his colleagues on the board of 
selectmen, 

Further, like his political mentor, McCoy lacks 
credibility in the public speaking department and melts 
under fire, His tirades at meetings, often coming when he 
has not been properly coached, have made Channel 30 a 
hot visual commodity. 

However, his supporters and even his enemies had 
predicted that McCoy, the scripted incumbent, would 
survive the lack of finesse and public policy initiatives 
(unless one considers constant opposition to be initiative) 
to see another term on his board. 

That was until the events of November 13, when McCoy 
assaulted his colleague Bob Cain inflicting serious injury 
and provoking scrutiny from even the Boston media. 

When the news broke on November 14, McCoy's career 
in local politics was terminated. Resurrections only occur 
in the New Testament, and McCoy is finished in 1990, He 
cannot be re-elected unless there is a lack of candidates, 

To date, there appear to be three in the running, two of 
whom have good name recognition. Former candidate and 
local businessman John Forrest joins former sclectman 
Dan Ballou as the strongest candidates, Neighborhood 
activist Steve Dorrance announced his possible candidacy 
months ago amidst the controversy of the Shawsheen River 

tate development which would border Dorrance's 
neighborhood at Reed Street. 

Of this field, Forrest would be the best financed and 
Ballou still has some significant grass roots support in the 
community, Dorrance's attribute is that he may bring a 
block of support from his neighborhood, but he would 
have to reach beyond that, perhaps through an intensive 
door-to-door campaign, to have any hope of winning the 
election, Meanwhile, there continues to be talk of some 
possible strong candidates waiting in the wings to enter the 
race. 


McCoy's only remaining political attribute is what he had 
in the very beginning -- he's Jim Miceli's nephew. But 
even the staunchest Miceli supporters may take advantage 
of the secret ballot and vote McCoy out despite any 
pressuring. 

So the local prediction for 1990 is that Michael McCoy 
leaves the political stage, to be forgotten as quickly as 
vaudeville.

Pocket full of «.. uh... fish 


by Bill Conlon 

You've heard of a pocket battle- 
ship, pickpocket, 8-ball in the side 
pocket and pocket pool. 

But did you ever give much brain 
time to pocket management? 

We live in our pockets, or at least 
men do. Women have the luxury of 
carrying their needed gear in large 
leather bags -- lucky! As a reporter 
Toften get to cheat with my camera 
case. I carry more in that bag than 
just a camera. Bet on it, 

Most of the time, though,.men are 
limited to their pockets, Every man 
has his own system of arra 
possessions, pocket by pocket, s 
can tell quickly if he puts his pants 
‘on backwards in the morning. 

Wallet goes in this pocket, comb 
goes in that one, car keys here, and 
all loose change, candy and assorted 
trash is dumped into that one, 

But hunting and fishing trips call 
for different equipment, which in 
turn calls for a different method of 
pocket management. 

Where do you put extra ammo? If 
you put the shells in an outside coat 
pocket they may fall out, or clink at 
the worst possible moment. Putting 
ammo in an,iyner pocket, one or 
tw layers in, may make it difficult 
to pull it out when needed. A knife 
may also be needed at any time, so 
where should it go? 

Sce what | mean about managing 
your pockets? Now factor in frigid 
cold, and pockets become tricky. 

On the Sunday before Christmas 1 
went ice fishing with the boys, and 
it was cold, | mean it was righteous 
nippy. The mercury said it was five 
below zero when we left the house, 
and it didn't warm up (to 10 above) 
until almost noon. Rather cool. 

Luckily there was no wind, or we 


might have come inside. Instead, 
we spent all morning in the real, 
sincere COLD! We didn't have a 
bobhouse or fire, just the usual ugly 
arctic clothing of the average ice 
fishing type. It wasn’t all that bad, 
really, Fresh holes bored in the ice 
actually stcamed, until ice skimmed 
the top of the new hole. My beard 
and mustache iced up from freezing 
breath vapors, until I looked like 
one of Admiral Perry's explorers. 

But | made a few decisions about 
pocket management that day. Bitter 
cold like that is unusual, but it helps 
to highlight ice fishing pocket use. 

My outer coat pockets carried my 
box of extra hooks, a hook-puller, 
the essential mittens, and sunglasses 
to cut down the glare. All of these 
items can freeze with no damage, 
and they may be needed at any time. 

Sunglasses fog when taken from 
the heat into the cold. Better to let 
them stay at ambient temperature, 
‘no matter how cold. 

Mittens in particular have to be 
kept near, since you're in and out of 
your gloves constantly. Mittens are 
est, by the way, since they're casy 
to slip on and off, and they Iet you 
make fists inside until your hands 
thaw out. After hauling outa fish in 
sub-zero temperatures, your hands 
are 100 stiff to wrestle with gloves. 
Mittens fly right on, and drop right 
off when the flags pop up. 


My customary “shnort" of ginger 
brandy also belongs in amr outside 
pocket. Unlike beer, brandy doesn't 
freeze into slush in your hand, and 
it carries its own kind of warm, no 
matter how cool the liquid may get 
My inside pockets were important 
for a different reason. Chap stick 
went inside, to stay warm and soft. 


Nothing worse than rubbing a brick 
across sore lips. Candy and gum 
also go inside, to avoid the crunchy 
fecling of gum found in last year's 
baseball card package. 

A spool of extra line stays warm 
in an inside pocket, to make tying a 
knot casier when the time comes. 
The monofilament line chills fast, 
but those first few seconds of 
pliability are helpful. Still, having 
pockets close by to recharge your 
frosty hands while tying a knot can 
be quite nice. Delicate work isn't 
easy when your hands are stiff. 

At the end of the day, the last item 
that can go in an outside pocket is 
your catch. Why not? The fish are 
frozen solid, and they need to thaw 
before being cleaned. Frozen fish 
slime is rock hard, so no mess. 

Two seasons ago, when I arrived 
home from an ice fishing tip, 1 got 
to meet some of my in-laws for the 
first time. They had just walked in, 
still complaining about how cold it 
was, when in came the Ice Man, all 
dressed for the arctic, wind burned, 
and ugly as possible. They looked at 
me kind of funny. 

Then they saw the tails of four 
fish sticking out of my coat pocket. 

I don't think I made a very good 
first impression with those folks. 


~ Tackle Box --- 


Be watchful for weak spots in the 
ice, especially near moving water, 
but other than that get outside and 
enjoy the icc. In two trips this past 
weekend, we never had less than 10 


inches of clear “black” ice, the best , 


kind. It’s ice fishing season, kids. 

Winter, incidently, is barely one 
week old. Winter Solstice, both the 
shortest daylight of the year and the 


official start of winter, was just last 
Thursday. Ice in autumn? Wow. 
New Hampshire will host the big 
Pepsi - Meredith N.H. Rotary Club 
ice fishing derby on February 3 and 
4, and the event is always one of the 
biggest tournaments in the region. 
Tagged lake trout will again be the 
prize fish, but cash prizes will be 
awarded for off-species as well. 
‘The first local ice fishing derby is 
‘on January 7, by the Merrimack 
Valley Bass Masters Club, on Lake 
Mascuppic at the Dracut boat ramp. 
Fishing starts at 7:30 sharp, and the 
weigh-in line will close at 2:15 p.m. 
Entry fee is $10 and the top prize of 
$300 will go to whoever catches the 
biggest bass or pickerel, by weight, 
but only if the fish can be released 
alive. See you there. s 
Preliminary deer harvest figures 
are still being collected, but 1989 
looks like a record year, with an 18 
percent statewide harvest increase 
‘over last year. Shotgunners took an 
estimated 4770 deer during the nine 
day season, well up from last year.

---Burlington Assistant 
Superintendent of Business and 
Finance Jim Picone has been 
working with representatives of 
Econoler-USA to save school s 
tem funds by introducing a pro- 
gram of fixture retrofit and lamp 
replacement throughout Burling- 
ton High. 

Replacing lamps in fixtures 
with mirror-like reflectors is 
expected to maintain lighting 
intensity, use only half the energy, 
and save between $40,000 and 
$60,000 a year. 

The work, part of Boston 
Edison's Energy Conservation 
Rewofit Program (ENCORE), will 
cost the high school nothing. 
Boston Edison pays contractors 
for actual saving realized, in an 
effort to buy back power from its 
customers to reduce its own 
dependence on fossil fucls. 

---In a comparison of two nutri- 
tionally identical bag lunches pre- 
pared at home and two prepared at 
school, the Wilmington school 
food service office found that 
turkey, roll, pickle chips, mayo’, 
carrot and celery sticks, soup, 
fresh fruit, and paper supplies - 
with milk in both cases purchased 
at school for 25 cents - cost $1.58 
from home, $1.10 at school, 

PB & J with uimmings come to 
$1.71 from home, $1.10 at school 
Fast food weighs in at $3.19 for 
chicken nuggets, fries and, milk 
compared to $1.10 at school 

The office invites parents to 
sleep later, and dream about what 
the caf can save them in time and 


money, 
As for nutritional value, cafcte- 


ria services are quick to report 


that parents may make bologna 
sandwiches with only one slice 
while the school is required to use 
two ounces. And the food service 
report is that some parents com- 
plain about cafeteria sugar - right 
before they put a Twinkie in the 
lunch bag. 


---Stoneham secondary school 
lunches have increased this year 
from $1 to $1.25; staff lunches 
from $1.75 to $2. Elementary 
school lunches remain $1; milk, 
fast, 60 cents. 

With the school budget reduced 
$38,000, the increases were made 
to keep the school lunch program 
self-sufficient. The School 
Department has removed the cafe- 
teria supervisor's salary and other 
previously included expense items 
from the budget.

“Well, I ran some tapes of 
Long and I wasn’t certain how far 
I could go toward the character, 
Newman said during a recent 
interview in the U.N. Plaza. "I 
wasn't sure the audiences would 
accept me as a rural person like 
that. I wasn't certain of the Baptist 
preacher elements. I was very 
uncertain about an older guy and a 
young woman. So, I was con 
cemed.” 


What made him change his 
mind? "I just woke up one mom. 
ing and said 'screw it.’ And I did 
Director Ron Shelton (“Bull 
Durham") said Newman was in 


and out of the movie "for reasons 


that were perfectly understand- 
able. I think as an actor it's a 
brave performance for a man of 
his stature who doesn't have to be 
taking chances at this point of his 
life and career. Why does he have 
to risk making a fool of himself? 
He went through the usual self 
doubt that anyone goes through 
before he leaped in. When he 
leaped in, he leaped in with aban- 
don,” 


Shelton, who paried Newman 
with voluptuous newcomer Lolita 
Davidovich as the stripper Blaze 
Starr, said during a recent press 
tour that there was a big differ- 
ence between the look of Earl and 
the look of Paul. Newman exudes 
a sexuality that Earl didn't 
However, Shelton said he thinks 
the actor captured Earl's spirit and 
his sense of humor. 


Newman admits to having 
done quite a bit of research on the 
character, listening to the numer- 
ous radio tapes that still exist of 
the governor who was institution. 
alized several times during a wild 
career. After spending much time 
acting in Long's shoes, Newman 


said he doesn't think the politician 
was crazy 
Well, I'think he was unhinged, 


but I don’t think he was crazy. | 
think he was under a tremendous 
amount of pressure. But, there 
were tapes that were taken on the 
phone while he was incarcerated, 
both in Texas and Louisiana. The 
guy was about as crazy as | am. 
Which is pretty crazy, I guess. 

“He was really a populist. He 
had equal pay for black teachers 
in 1952. I don't think you have to 
have any larger testimony. He 
may have gone about it in ways 
that we don't quite understand, but 
he built hospitals and vocational 
schools. I think they're having a 
tough time supporting in 
Louisiana, now that they've lost 
their oil revenues. But, he was a 
very, very progressive, political 
figure in those days.” 

Shelton said that Newm 
interpretation makes Earl into an 
archetypal Southern politician 
"It's part Earl Long and part 
Edward Edwards, the recent gov- 
emor who was indicted for 52 
counts, and in part all the rakish 
I think Paul expands the part 
maybe a little bit at the expense of 
pure allegiance to Earl, who was 
very rumpled.

"Always" Starring Richard 
Dreyfuss, Holly Hunter, John 
goodman. Directed by Steven 
Spielberg. Produced by Spielberg, 
Frank Marshall, Kathleen

Guy named Joc," by Dalton

Everyone loves a lover 
Apparently, this is even more tue 
for Steven Spielberg. The director 
has given the world a huge, 
candy-coated Christmas present 
so full of warmth and love and 
romance that we may never again 
see him as a calculating, mecha- 
nized director more at home with 
special effects than people. 

Or, we may just gag at all the 
good intentions, go home and rent 
the original 

The problem, one Spielberg 
has had before, is OVERKILL. 
He has managed to do something 
with “Always” that most directors 
only dream of, he has captured the 
essence of an cmetion, His on 
sereen love affair between pilots 
Richard Dreyfuss and Holly 
Hunter is deep and tue, as full of 
affection and kindness as lust. He 
then took this wonderful mixture 
and pounded it as flat as the film 
it was shot on. 

Spielberg based the story on a 
1943 fantasy, with Spencer Tracy 
as the downed pilot, a "Guy 
Named Joc" and Van Johnson as 
the pay who winds up with Irene 
Dunne, Here the story is updated 
so that Hunter's part is much less 
passive than Dunne’s and the guys 
are all that more sensitive. 

Dreyfuss and Hunter play 
Jovers-who can't let one another 
go, even when matters are taken 
out of their control, He's a hot 
shot pilot who puts out forest 
fires, she's a pilovdispatcher who 
wishes he would place more value 
on his life. John Goodman, who 
always seems to get these good ‘ol 
boy parts, is delightful as their 
goofy, gruff best friend. 

When Dreyfuss doesn't come 
back from what was to be his last 
mission, he awakens in a burnt 
forest, only to discover one patch 
of green, and Audrey Hepburn 
waiting to give him a haircut 
Hepburn is really a messenger 
from heaven, she explains the 
rules to him and sends him on his 
way.

The core of the film has to 
do with the ability of love to 
cross any boundary, something 
Spielberg proves throughout 
the film, When Hunter tells 
Dreyfuss she loves him not 
because of the gorgeous dress 


he's given her, but because 
"it's the way you see me,” you 
really do want to sigh. Later in 
the film, dressed in that 
clingy, shimmering white 
dress, Hunter literally dances 
with a memory. It is one of 
those indelible cinematic 
moments that you can never 
shake away. 

It's just that Spielberg does- 
n't leave us with those bitter- 
sweet frames of film, Nooo, 
he gives us some delightful 
tidbit and then heaps another 
pledge of true love at us, yet 
another life lesson wrapped 
around violins and artsy light- 
ing. A little of this stuff goes a 
long way, too much drags the 
film down, Not every moment 
can, or should, be the cinemat- 
ic experience of a lifetime 
Judging by an insipid, soggy 
ending, this is a lesson 
Spielberg seems to have for- 
gotten 

Oh, he does manage to cre- 
ate a remake a slight step 
above its original, but honest 
ly, "A Guy Named Joc" was 
never considered a classic.

1) Always serve food with 
alcohol - Tasty snacks are not 
only a delicious addition to any 
party but also can slow the rate at 
which.the body absorbs alcohol.

2) Hire a bartender or put 
one-ounce spauts on bottles - A 
bartender with clear guidelines on 
serving drinks is the b 
guard against the possibi 
guest's over drinking.

Make coffee or-non-alco- 
holic punch available. 

5) Don't force drinks on your 
guests - Under normal circum- 
stances, the body can absorb 
about an ounce of alcohol an hour.

Many 
guests accept drinks they really 
don't want to avoid appearing 
rude. 

6) Stop serving alcohol about
